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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicant's reconsideration filed on June 9, 2006. 

Applicants request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. However, an updated 
search and further review of the prior art of record, has prompted the new non-final rejections 
presented below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Kitano et al. (Kitano) (Publication Number JP 2003-161273). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4, 8 and 10, as shown in Figs. 1-8, Kitano discloses a device for 
guiding a movable scroll of a scroll compressor, comprising: a track (6) that guides the movable 
scroll (2) and supports radial inertial forces between a fixed scroll (3) and the movable scroll; 
the track (6) being shaped such that the movable scroll (2) or a part integral therewith is in 
contact with the track regardless of a rotational speed and the radial inertial forces of the 
movable scroll; the track (6) being disposed on a body of the compressor (see Fig.l); the track 
(6) being continuous; the track (6) being circular. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kitano in view of 
Mitsunaga et al. (Mitsunaga) (Publication Number EP 478,795). 

Kitano discloses the invention as recited above; however, Kitano fails to disclose the 
track providing orbital guidance of the movable scroll (14). 

Mitsunaga teaches that it is conventional in the art to utilize the track (31-33) for guiding 
orbital of the movable scroll (14). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made, to have utilized the track, as taught by Mitsunaga in the 
Kitano apparatus, since the use thereof would have prevented the vibration and the noise of the 
scrolls in high speed operation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 1 1 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
